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Gov. Rhodes Vs. New Taxes 


Gov. James A. Rhodes has dispelled 
any doubt that might have existed about 
where he stands on increased taxes in 
Ohio. 
He stands just where he stood when 
he took office 15 months ago and began 
effecting economies to bring spending 
in line with income. He stands, as he 
put it, “between the taxpayers and the 
tax spenders,” in opposition to new 
taxes. 
Growing demands for increased state 
spending have not budged him from that 
position. His latest reaffirmation of pol­ 
icy closes the door to any new-tax rec­ 
ommendation from the governor’s office 
to the legislature during the remaining 
33 months of his term in office. 


THIS IS welcome news to taxpayers 
who had begun to doubt that there was 
hope for a breathing spell between lo­ 
cal, state and federal tax squeezes. 
It is not welcome news to the tax 
spenders who believe government is slip­ 
ping unless it is ringing up new and 
fatter dollar signs on the tax register. 
Gov. Rhodes believes elimination of 
waste and duplication in government, 
coupled with normal increases in exist­ 
ing revenues, will enable Ohio to meet 
its obligations. 
He is not impressed by demands for a 


sales tax increase that would provide 
more than $100 million a year for public 
schools because so far, he says, no one 
has proved to him that $100 million worth 
of needs exist in this area. 


CERTAINLY there is room for debate 
on that point, and we trust there will be 
plenty of debate. The whole aspect of 
school financing is undergoing an ex­ 
haustive legislative study. Needs should 
be set forth clearly before the legis­ 
lature. 
The governor may have slammed his 
door on a tax increase, but the door to 
the legislature is still ajar. 
Although -Gov. Rhodes has exercised 
his influence effectively on the heavily 
Republican 105th General Assembly, how 
much weight he will carry with the 106th 
can’t be predicted. All seats in the 
House and more than half those in the 
Senate will be at stake in the fall 
election. 


BUT WITH THE governor’s office unal­ 
terably against them, the pro-tax forces 
will be under a stronger burden of proof 
than ever before. 
They will have to support their case 
with facts convincing beyond question. 
And that’s the way it should be. 


No Longer Eyeball To Eyeball 


The Panama crisis has grown so sen­ 
sitive that even healing balm was causing 
shrieks of pain. But a new brand of balm 
now has been brought into use and both 
sides are willing to give it a chance. 
The United States remains convinced 
that the January riots in Panama were 
inspired by Communists, perpetrated by 
Communists and capitalized by Commu­ 
nists. This is the accepted version here, 
thanks to those who want it to appear 
that way — and perhaps that's really the 
way it was. 
It is not considered important that the 
act which sparked the riots was a fla­ 
grant instance of civil disobedience by 
American students, that Communists in 
Panama took quick advantage of angry 
Panamanian reaction and that politicians 


moved in to make hay while the guns 
were firing. Panama’s presidential elec­ 
tion is in May. 
Prevailing opinion here approved of an 
“eyeball-to-eyeball” confrontation of the 
United States and its t i n y neighbor. 
There is an election in the United States 
this year, too, and a no-nonsense stand 
in Panama could offset some setbacks in 
other places. 
But one thing was lacking in air eyeball- 
to-eyeball confrontation with the Republic 
of Panama. To hold the pose, the United 
States had to make itself look like the 
Cardiff Giant squaring off with Tom 
Thumb. 
It is a relief to know the diplomats 
and their political associates think they 
have found something more worthwhile to 
talk about than their disagreements. 


And That’s Inflation 


What are the real dangers of inflation 
to our economic welfare? 
No one seems to know for . sure. Thera 
are as many theories concerning its ulti­ 
mate impact as there are cents in a 
dollar. 
We already have seen the effects of 
inflation on the value of the dollar, which 
has declined in purchasing power by more 
than 50 per cent. 
Because the United States has never 
had runaway inflation, there are those 
in high places who do not view it as an 
impending threat. 


BUT CREEPING INFLATION, which 
we have experienced to an alarming de­ 
gree since the end of World War II, can 
be just as perilous, if somewhat less 
shocking. 
High government officials are saying 
inflation is unlikely because they expect 
to curb it. 
But the difference in terms and meas­ 
urement of what constitutes inflation is 
the factor what to us appears to be the 
most menacing.

Victory And Defeat 


No individual of any era challenged 
my comprehension more than Douglas 
A. MacArthur. I worked extra-hard to 
understand him. 
Now that he has gone from us with all 
the honors a grateful country could be­ 
stow, I finally feel that I know why it 
took me so long to comprehend his posi­ 
tion in the Korean War. 
He came from an era and an environ­ 
ment in which things were positive ca 
negative, no doubts left hanging. Wars 
were won or lost. Virtue and evil were 
clearly defined. The world was black 
or white, never gray. 
His life carried him into a new era 
and another environment. 
He said, himself, that he abhorred war 
because it no longer settled anything: 
that it ruined both sides. Yet. his nature 
made him seek definitive conclusions on 
the battlefield. 


HE COULD NOT understand a war in 
which political considerations took prece­ 
dence over strategy and tactics. It went 
against his grain. 
But it did not go against his judgment— 
and this was what made him hard to 
understand. He was aware of the world 
as it is, but his feelings came from a 
world that had ceased to be. He yearned 
for definitive conclusions in a world that 
no longer made definitive conclusions 
possible. 
He knew the potentialities of national­ 
ism in Asia, for example, but resisted 
admitting what he knew when he risked 
a head-on encounter with the Chinese Peo­ 
ple’s Republic in violation of national 
policy. 
All his life he had known why mili­ 
tary discipline was indispensable. Yet, 
in the twilight of his military career, he 
was given a lesson in discipline by a 
World War I artilleryman named Harry

eral price rise this year of 2 per cent, 
and that much or more next year. But 
this is not inflation, they say. It s only 
what you’d expect when business gets 
going full steam ahead. They insist run­ 
away inflation is something well in ex­ 
cess of 2 per cent, and it is this they will 
take measures to curb. 


BUT EVEN if we avoid runaway in­ 
flation, 2 per cent a year adds up to a 
rise of 20 per cent in 40 years. When one 
is planning ahead, which is a normal 
procedure in a free economy, you must 
know something about the price tag of 
what you are planning. 
The cumulative effect of such a trend 
is the built-in danger that confronts ev­ 
ery one of us in his lifetime and espe­ 
cially those who must live on a fixed 
income. 
If price and wage guidelines are to 
mean anything at all, they must bear a 
close relationship to productivity. Oth­ 
erwise, the dollar’s purchasing power will 
decline and this, no matter how you 
slice it, is inflation.

AT THE SAME time, there is 
constant proselytizing on the is­ 
land by a clandestine Commun­ 
ist movement which has some 
400 to 500 members. Numerical­ 
ly this is just about enough to 
seize a bank of telephone booths. 
But to interpret this develop­ 
ment merely in terms of num­ 
bers is political naivete. 
The Chinese Communist re­ 
cruiting is concentrating on stu­ 
dent and labor circles in an ef­ 
fort to find even a handful of 
“shock forces” who are willing 
to give their whole lives, as 
some Nationalists already have 
done, for the “cause.” 
It would take only a few hun­ 
dred rioters to force counter­ 
police or military action. A nd 
the first shot would be heard 
around the Communist world. 
The United States would be ac­ 
cused of shooting down univers­ 
ity youngsters and labor men in 
an imperialist effort to control 
their colony. The Communists 
would make it 
look 
like a 
Khartoum or a Calcutta. 
So I offer this report to prove 
that any such bloody develop­ 
ments will be contrived and re­ 
hearsed. They will not be spon­ 
taneous nor will they reflect the 
hearts and loyalty of the people 
of Puerto Rico. 


All over the country there is 
an impression that picketing for 
civil rights and demonstrations 
in restaurants and hotels is 
just the exer­ 
cise 
of free 
speech 
a n d 
that 
this 
is j 
protected b y% 
the 
Constitu­ 
tion itself. 
Yet many of 
the p i c k e t - 
i n g 
disturb­ 
ances record­ 
ed in the press David Lawrence 
in the past few months have 
been a direct violation of one 
of the little-noticed decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
The highest court in the land 
unanimously upheld in the year 
1950 the concept that industrial 
picketing in and of itself is more 
than free speech "since it in­ 
volves patrol of a particular lo­ 
cality and since the very pres­ 
ence of a picket line may in­ 
duce action of one kind or an­ 
other, quite irrespective of the 
nature of the ideas which are 
being disseminated.” 
The Supreme Court further 
ruled that there is no right to 
picket in order to achieve racial 
balance or to eliminate racial 
imbalance. 
This very principle applies to­ 
day not only to those persons 
who have by various activities 
been interfering with attendance 
at public schools in an effort to 
achieve racial balance but also 
to those who have been picket­ 
ing stores and industrial plants 
in order to bring about the em­ 
ployment of a higher proportion 
of Negroes than have previously 
been employed. 


THE SUPREME COURT, in 
the controlling case on this is­ 
sue, described a situation in a 
California housing project where 
a group picketed certain stores 
and demanded that, "as white 
clerks quit or were transferred," 
Negroes be hired "until the pro­ 
portion of Negro clerks to white 
clerks approximated the propor­ 
tion of Negro to white custom­ 
ers.” 
The court noted that at the 
time of the dispute about 50 per 
cent of the customers of the 
store were Negroes, and then 
added: 
“Upon refusal of this demand 
and in order to compel compli­ 
ance, the. . . store was sys­ 
tematically patrolled by pickets 
carrying placards stating that 
Lucky Stores, Inc., refused to 
hire Negro clerks in propor­ 
tion to Negro customers.” 
The high court thereupon quot­ 
ed with approval from the opin­ 
ion of the California State Su­ 
preme Court, which said: 
"The fact that those seeking 
such discrimination do not de­ 
mand that it be practiced as to 
all employes of a particular em­ 
ployer diminishes in no respect 
the unlawfulness of their pur­ 
pose They would, to the extent 
of the fixed proportion, make 
the right to work for Lucky 
Stores, Inc., dependent not on 
fitness for the work nor on an 
equal right of all, regardless of 
race, to compete in an open 
market, but, rather, on mem­ 


bership in a particular race.** 


THE SUPREME COURT of 
the United States then made this 
significant declaration of its 
own: 
“These 
considerations 
are 
most pertinent in regard to a 
population made up of so many 
diverse groups as ours. To deny 
to California the right to ban 
picketing in the circumstances 
of this case would mean that 
there could be no prohibition of 
the pressure of picketing to se­ 
cure proportional employment 
on ancestral grounds of Hungar­ 
ians in Cleveland, of Poles in 
Buffalo, of Germans in Mil­ 
waukee, of Portuguese in New 
Bedford, of Mexicans in San 
Antonio, of the numerous mi­ 
nority groups in New York, and 
so on through the whole gamut 
of racial and religious concen­ 
trations in various cities. 
“States may well believe that 
such 
constitutional 
sheltering 
would inevitably encourage use 
of picketing to compel employ­ 
ment on the basis of racial dis­ 
crimination. 
“In disallowing such picket­ 
ing states may act under the 
belief that otherwise community 
tensions and conflicts would be 
exacerbated. The differences in 
cultural 
traditions instead of 
adding flavor and variety to our 
common citizenry might well be 
hardened 
into 
hostilities 
by 
leave of law. 
"The Constitution does not de­ 
mand that the element of com­ 
munication in picketing prevail 
over the mischief furthered by 
its use in these situations.” 


THIS 
PARTICULAR 
case 
known as Hughes V. Superior 
Court of California-dealt solely 
with 
the 
14th 
Amendment, 
which requires that each state 
give equal protection of the 
laws to all citizens. 
The same principle could be 
applied with respect to picket­ 
ing in the event that Congress 
should pass the pending bill that 
would prohibit racial discrimi­ 
nation in employment in busi­ 
nesses affected by interstate 
commerce. 
The Supreme Court said that, 
while “picketing when not in 
numbers that of themselves car­ 
ry a threat of violence may be 
a lawful means to a lawful end,” 
there is a distinction between 
picketing to promote discrimi­ 
nation and picketing against 
discrimination. 
The Supreme Court, moreover, 
indicated that action could be 
taken against “compulsive fea­ 
ture inherent in picketing, be­ 
yond the aspect of mere com­ 
munication as an appeal to rea­ 
son.” 
Yet in recent months the 
American people have been told 
that picketing is just the exer­ 
cise (rf free speech or the right 
of petition and that, when toe 
persons who participate in epi­ 
sodes which result in violence 
are arrested, they are being held 
unlawfully. 
It s clear that the highest 
court has ruled otherwise. Ap­ 
parently there are many civil 
rights advocates who believe in 
“the law of the land” only when 
It can be invoked to serve their 
own particular purposes.

Reynolds is running as a fa­ 
vorite son. pledged to cast Wis­ 
consin's 46 votes in the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention for 
President Johnson. 
The primary is the first test 
of the ability of Wallace, amtin- 
compromising segregationist, to 
draw voter support in a North­ 
ern state. 
Complicating the picture is 
the possibility of Republican 
participation in the Democratic 
contest.

Most seasoned skipped know 
how to allow for currents by 
using a vector diagram to show 
the course to be steered and 
the speed made good.

The Board of Public Utilities, 
which administers the water de­ 
partment, arised Council in a 
letter Monday flight for a $4,- 
000 appropriation to dew th e 
way for purchase of two new 
half-ton pickup trucks. 
The board said it expects to 
trade-in two seven - year - old 
trucks. Signed by W. 0. Schneid­ 
er, chairman, the letter a l s o 
asked legislative authority to ad­ 
vertise for tods on s year’s sup­ 
ply of pipe and other materials, 
plus chemicals for water treat­ 
ment. 


THE REQUESTS were refer­ 
red to the finance and ordinance 
committees. 
Schneider requested authority 
to purchase 200 tons of dry mix 
sand and cement to continue the 
board’s policy of maintaining 
reservoir walls. The material 
will be used on the Thompson 
Ave. reservoir walls, he said. 
For the last several years, the 
water department has used its 
own crews and equipment to re­ 
pair and maintain the tog con­ 
crete basins. 
Schneider’s letter requested 
authority to purchase t h e s e 
chemicals for the water depart­ 
ment, representing a yew’s sup­ 
ply: 250 tons each of hydrate 
or pebble lime and aluminum 
sulfate; 50 tons of activated 
charcoal; 18,000 pounds of liq­ 
uid chlorine, and 5,000 pounds 
of sodium chlorite.

cruisers. 
The suggestion for purchase 
of the equipment was made by 
George McGaffic, 1911 Michigan 
Ave., who said his life was 
saved by prompt arrival of Asst. 
Fire Chief Alfred Van Dyne and 
Fireman Clarence S n e d i k e r 
wi t h resuscitation equipment 
when he became violently ill at 
his home March 15. 
McGaffic said in the letter to 
Council he feels he would have 


died if the firemen had been 
five minutes later in arriving. 
He also praised Patrolman Paul 
Burson, who halted his cruis­ 
er at toe McGaffic home to of­ 
fer assistance when he noted 
a fire truck and an ambulance 
there. 
McGaffic told Council he feels 
toe emergency oxygen g e a r 
should be available kl all police 
cruisers and at each fire sta­ 
tion.

ANSWER: All matter is composed of tiny “atoms” which 
have a compact center or “nucleus” containing one of the 
two kinds of electrical force, the positive kind. Cricling this 
nucleus will be one or more “electrons” which are extremely 
small particles having a negative electrical force. Usually 
the atoms have the same amount of positive and negative 
forces and so are balanced or “neutral.” But under some 
conditions, some electrons may escape from their atoms, 
creating what we call “electricity.” 
When one electron jumps to another atom, causing an atom 
in that to jump again and so on, a moving stream of elec­ 
tricity is created called an electric current. But electricity 
can be created without moving like the current and this is 
“static” or stationary electricity. Before Jane rubbed the 
balloon on her hair, the atoms in hair and balloon were bal­ 
anced or neutral. But the friction of rubbing took off some 
of the electrons from her hair and added these to the bal­ 
loon's atoms.

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Dicier Should Learn To Control Appetite

Dear Folks: Mr. Frank G. 
Orr has written to us from 
one of the biggest stainless steel 
manufacturers with some tips 
for women who use stainless 
steel pots and pans and who 
are unfortunate enough to burn 
one, once in a while. 
Some of the ideas will sur­ 
prise you. They did me . . . 
when I saw that vinegar, alco­ 
hol, baking soda and turpentine 
were in his vocabulary! 
Mr. Orr says: “On a highly 
polished, lustrous surface such 
as a pan lid, a metal pad is 
likely to mar the finish and is 
not recommended. 


ALWAYS RINSE your stain­ 
less in hot water and dry with 
a soft cloth. This means residual 
minerals in the water won’t dry 
on the utensil and leave water­ 
marks. 
Detergents will help you avoid 
the Rim that soap sometimes 
leaves on stainless. This is es­ 
pecially true if you have hard 
water and no water softener. 
Foods that bum and stick on 
other metals can discolor stain­ 
less. too. But with a stainless 
steel unit you can remove dis­ 
colorations by applying a mildly 
abrasive cleanser. To soften an 
extremely heavy layer of burnt- 
on grease, cover the layer with 
an ammonia-soaked cloth for IO 
to 15 minutes. You might also 
use a plastic or stainless steel 
sponge. 


WHEN HARD WATER evapo­ 
rates in a unit or utensil, it 
often leaves a mineral deposit. 
To remove this, swab or cover 
the bottom of the unit with a 


water solution containing vine­ 
gar (about 25 per cent by 
volume). Follow with cleansing 
powder, then wash, rinse and 
dry. 
For more difficult applica­ 
tions, you may use any of the 
following: (I) ammonia in wa- 
or (3) special solvents, such as 
alcohol, baking soda, vinegar or 
turpentine. Follow these with a 
thorough washing with detergent 
and hot water, then rinse and 
dry with a soft, clean cloth. 
For a high polish, apply 
mild abrasive cleanser arui rub 
in the direction of the polish 
lines to preserve the original 
finish.”
